Hello Phil-Mont

cancelled until further notice due to this horrible 
pandemic. 


I know you will hear a lot of talk in the media about 
getting things opened up and going back to normal. 

I would urge you all to take extreme caution should 
you decide to do this. 


It is no secret that we are an “Older Mature Group” 
many with some kind of underlying health 
conditions. Contracting this virus could have 
serious consequences for us so PLEASE use 
common sense and listen to the MEDICAL 
PROFESSIONALS and not some of the 
politicians/radical groups who want to rush things.

With spring time here that means that Field Day is 
just around the corner. June 27TH & 28TH will be 
the dates this year. If we have Field Day as we 
know it we will again be at Ft. Washington State 
Park 420 Militia Hill Rd, Fort Washington, PA 
19034. Should we not have field day as we know it 
here are some guidelines from the ARRL. 


“Due to the unique situation presented this year, this 
can be an opportunity for you, your club, and/or 
group to try something new,” ARRL Contest 
Manager Paul Bourque, N1SFE, said. “Field Day 
isn’t about doing things the same way year after 
year. Use this year to develop and employ a new 
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approach that is in line with the current 
circumstances.” 


Social distancing and state and local requirements 
very likely will impact just how — and even 
whether — you are able to participate in Field Day 
this year. ARRL continues monitoring the 
coronavirus situation, paying close attention to 
information and guidance offered by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC). If social 
distancing means that Class A with a 30-member 
team set up in a city park won’t work this year, then 
it’s time for a Plan B. Part of the Field Day concept 
has always been adapting your operation to the 
situation at hand. At its heart, Field Day is an 
emergency communication demonstration. Field 
Day rules are flexible enough to allow individuals 
and groups to adjust their participation and 
strategies in a way that still addresses their needs 
while being fun. Some possibilities: 


Encourage club members to operate from their 
home stations on emergency power (Class E). 

Use the club’s repeater as a means for individual 
participants to keep in touch during the event. 
Family members interested in operating Field Day 
and unable to participate as part of a larger group 
may want to consider setting up a portable station in 
the backyard with a temporary antenna. 


We can plan as if we are going to do the “REAL 
THING” but can always revert to PLAN B should 
the need arise. 


Our Field Day Coordinator for this year is Bob 
KB2ERL. Band Captains please get in touch with 
Bob KB2ERL ASAP so we can firm up plans. All 
members are encouraged to come out and visit and 
more importantly operate during field day. If you 
can provide any advance notice of the times you can 
operate that would be much appreciated. This is 
NOT a fast paced contest type environment. This is 
a fun family type environment as well as checking 
our readiness for emergency type operations so 
come out and join us. This would be a good 
opportunity to bring the kids and the grand kids so 
they can operate. As if that was not enough to peak 
your interest we again have our very own “Bobby 
Flay” aka Steve” WU3I providing us with meals 
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throughout the weekend. Come savor whatever 
delicacies Steve has in store for us this year. Also 
please let Steve know ASAP by Email, Phone, and 
Text Etc... which days you will be attending and 
for what meals so he can plan accordingly. 


If we have a June meeting we will finalize 
everything for Field day and then we will take a 
short vacation in July & August and then resume or 
normal schedule of activities in September. 


Keep an ear on the repeater and eyes on the Web 
Site for further up to date information. 


If anyone has any suggestions for a speaker or 
would like to speak at one of our meetings please let 
any of the club officers or board members know. 
Your input is vital and we welcome all suggestions.
